PLAN FURTHER FIGHTS. 


Detective Confers with Federal 
Prosecutors and Others in 
Indiana. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 3.—[Special. }--Wil- 
liam J. Burns, the detective who brought 
about the arrest and confessions of the Me- 
Namares, today reerated his statement tha: 
Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of ‘Labor, knew almost from the 
beginning that the McNamaras were guilty 
of the charges against them. He issued the 
following statement: 

When Gompers says he was surprised and 
that the McNamaras had deceived him in 
declaring their innocence, he tells what is 
not true. Mr. Gompers knew the McNa- 
maras were guilty, and has known it all 
along. He knew it at the time he and the 
heads of the international unions conferred 
in Indianapolis on the question of raising 
funds for the defense of the prisoners. Some 
of the other wee men knew of their gullt, 
too. 

Clarence Darrow told the labor men at 
that meeting in Indianapolis that he did not 
belleve I had done any ‘ planting’ of dyna- 
mite. Darrow knew that I did not frame up 
this case. and told them s0. Mr. Gompers 
knew all the time that the prisoners were 
guilty.” 

Plan Other Prosecutions. ‘ 

Plant for the federal investigation that may 
uncover men alleged to have been implicated 
with the McNamara brothers in dynamiting 
operations in many states went forward in 
conferences in this city today.

Leaders Denounce Deceit of Brothers; 
Call for Extreme Penalty. 


No mention of the McNamara case wes 
made yesterday at the meeting of the Chicago 
Federation dt Labor. This iq the first time 


since the dynamiters were arrested that the 


local central body has not discussed the af- 
fair at its semi-monthly meetings and pro- 
posed plans for raising money for the defense 
fund of the two brothers. 

The McNamara committee, which has spent 
weeks and months devising ways and means 
to get money to fight the cage, made no report 
on its progreas. Individually, however, many 
labor Teaders and union officials at the meet- 
ing expressed their disgust at the denouement 
in Los Angeles. Some declared both of the 
confessed criminals should be hanged. All 
were of the opinion that the McNamaras 
were not only guilty of murder but of work- 
ing the greatest imposition on honest laboring 
men in the history of the labor movement. 


Calls for Extreme Penalty. 

“ These men have confessed that they are 
guilty of the vilest sort of murder, so let them 
pay the penalty with their own lives, was 
the verdict of Oscar F. Nelson, president of 
the National Federation of Postoffice clerks. 
They hoodwinked and deluded honest rep- 
resentatives Of organized labor into the de- 
lief that théy were innocent. This in itself 
was a heinous and monstrous crime. They 
permitted hard working men to:give money 
earned by the sweat of their brows to a catse 
that has proved to be unjusi. This money 
was taken and most of it spent in defense 
purposes. This was équal to highway rob- 
bery. I have no sympathy for either of 
them.“ 

Edwin R. Wright, president of the Plinois 
State Federation of Labor, said the great 
hue and cry raised by organized avant was 
honest in its inception. 

The interest of organized labor was to 
give the McNamara brothers a fair trial,“ 
he said. We were assured by the highest 
officials in the labor movement that the ac- 
cused brothers were innocent. We were 
also convinced the methods of taking the 
McN&maras. from Indiana to Celifornia was 
illegal. In view of these points we used our 
energy and influence and money to arouse 
public sentiment in behalf of the accused.” 


Says Leaders Were Hoodwinked. 

James B. Connors, international president 
of the Switchmien’s Union of North America, 
was also of the opinion that fn the future or- 
ganized labor will hold its verdict in cases 
against labor leaders until complete investi- 
gation has been made. | 

“This case simply shows that labor lead- 
ers allow themselves to be easily deceived in 
their effort to get a foothold in the world of 
industry,“ he said. 

“This gigantic fund that has been raised 
has not all been spent. I am in favor of dis- 
tributing the remainder of it among the 
widows and orphans of the men who lost 
their lives in the Times building explosion. I 
think every organization who gave money ts 
willing that Its contribution should go to the 


families of the victims.”

J udge John Gibbons Suggests 
Plan for Solving Great 
Economic Problem. 


GOLDEN RULE THE BASIS. 


Would Protect Rights of Both 
Capital and Labor in In- 
dustrial World. 


BY JOHN GIBBONS. 
{Judge of the Circuit Court of Cook County, In.] 

It is over twenty years eince I discussed in 
detail, in a work then written by me, the 
gubject of trusts and monopolies from a legal 
and economic standpoint. In this article I 
will confine myself to the economic aspect 
and, if possible, suggest a remedy for the 
evils which at present confront us as a peo- 
pie. 

The plan here proposed will doubtless pro- 
woké opposition in that it comprehends a 
radical departure from present conditions, 
but subjected to the practical analysis of 


common sense and to the touchstone of prec- 


tical application I believe it will prove a 
potent factor in equalizing business, financial, 
and social conditions. 

“While the American workman and me- 
chanic are better housed, better fed, and bet- 
ter clad and have more political privileges 
than those of any other country, and while 
their children have better educational facili 
ties, have a wider sphere af action and bet- 
ter opportunities for advancement and 
growth than elsewhere; nevertheless some- 
thing must be done to allay popular discon- 
tent, unless We. are prepared to accept the 
alternative of government ownership of all 
industries and public utilities. This would 
alternative, judging from t 
great increase in the socialistic vote in ro- 


cent years. 


Need of Remedy 1 


In commercial greatness this republic is } 


destined to exceed the record of all other 
nations, and with it allied all its concomitant 
evils—the dutgrowth of wealth and luxury 
enjoyed by the few, and of penury and want 
éuffered by the many, and any economic 


/measure or system of laws which will accom- : 
‘plish the prevention of trusts and the distri- 


‘bution of property ameéng the people without 
Going great injustice to its present owners 
must be regarded as one step in advance, 
ooking to a happy medium between the ex- 
tremes of the socialistic theory and the 
existing system. To accomplish this result 
the present measure is proposed in order to 
Attain a more perfect equality between the 
rich and poor. 
_ ‘The soul of popular states is equality and co- 
ition and profit sharing are the hand- 
ual to accomplish this end. Codperation 
the 


commercial vassalage, of social order 
Benefit Seen in Co-operation. 

Although I gave no detalls when I first 

considered the subject of codperation, it has

those social problems which are now vexing 
the nations of the world, our own not less, 


but rather more, than any other. That. 


which is being done voluntarily and as a 
favor, may be enforced as a duty. 

When the wealth of a country increases 
the per capita of wages of that country also 
increases; which fact, if proof be needed, 
strongly tends to prove that capital and 
labor are interdependent, and the question 
whieh demands the serious thought of the 
legisiators, statesmen, and tical econo- 
mists of our time is how to regulate matters 
so that capital and labor may be adjusted 
in such relation that each will share equit- 
ably in the joint product of both and at the 
same time prevent trusts, strikes, and boy- 
cotts, and the accumulation of colossa! for- 
tunes in a few hands. 


Both Sides Must Yield, 

Any proposal looking to an arrangement 
in the nature of a copartnership must neces- 
sarily meet with serious objection because 
the capitalist must be free to do whatever he 
wishes with his own, and the laborer must be 
free to use his skill and muscle for the best 
price obtainable. But as capital of itself 
cannot be productive without labor, it is due 
to labor that capital yield a fair and just 
return for the assistance it yields capital. 

On the other hand, as labor itself is as 
dependent as capital, it should not demand 
or receive more than what is just and 
equitable. The mention of a copartnership 
presupposes interference and dictation, 
which must be avoided at all hazards. In a 
copartnership capital may invoke the ald of 
chancery and with it, doubtless, government 
by injunction; while labor may and will de- 
mand and enforce the interference of the 
walking delegate. 


Solution Must Be Equitable. 
Any proposal for the remedy of existing 
evile worthy of consideration should be 
simple in its provisions, mutual and equitable 


in‘ its conditions, so that if adopted it will . 


not be the source of new dangers. It ought 
to be founded not only upon general measures 
of political expediency, but upon principles 
of, good morals and sound law, promotive of 
social order. 

The advantages are greatest not in spe- 
cific contributions, but in genefal distribu- 
tion, not that in which they are monopolized 
by the few, but in which they are shared by 
the many; not that in which one man has 
luxuries and ninety-nine men are wretched, 
but that in which, if some have more than 
abundance, few have less. 

But how is euch a distribution to be se- 
cured? The end will bemost surely obtained 
by interfering as little as possible with the 
laws of everyday life; giving the individual 
confidence that he shall have a just pro- 
portion of that which bis employers’ capita! 
and his own labor can produce, thus in- 
epiring him at the same time with a feeling 
of self-interest, as well as self-restraint, giv- 
ing him the experience that his employer re- 
turns to him good immeasurably beyond 
the value of anything which hie employer or 
the community takes from him: thus asso- 
clating in his conviction the identity of per- 
sonal security with soclal order. 


Suggests a State Commission, 

It would be unprofitable here to @iscuss 
the different views which I have discarded 
because of impracticability and simply sug- 
gest the following, which in my judgment is 
the only practical solution of the question, 
that capital may always remain as free and 
independent as now, and that labor seek the 
best remuneration that it can obtain. 

That there be appointed by the state a com- 
missioner to examine into the status and 
Pprofite’ of every individual and concern em- 
ploying 100 men or upwards, and that at the 
end of each year atria) balance be made 
showing the whole investment in the busi- 
ness and capital stock; and the amount of 
sales or earnings; that the price of the labor 
expended on the concern first be dedubted: 
thet. 7 per cent then be deducted as re- 
muneration for the capital invested; that 10 
per cent of the amount remaining be set aside 
asa contingent fund to meet any emergency 


that might arise in the future in the nature 


of a.penic or an unprofitable year, and that 
the net sum remaining be divided — two 
equa! parte.

manner it now réceives it, as well ad giving 
labor in addition one-half of the net profits, 
which would be an inducement to foster the 
business and enterprises of employers. 


Selfishness a Strong Factor. 

All men in the exercise of watchful care 
and industrious skill are largely actua by 
selfish motives, and when interested in and 
part owners, as it were, of a business, will 
not be ake unite with or enter inté com- 
binations, strikes, or boycotts that would in- 
jure or destroy their. own interests. This ia’ 
an important element for consideration, and 
should be recognized in passing judgment 
upon the equity of the plan of codperation 
and profit sharing here proposed 

A scheme of thb kind could be adapted to 
rallroad, manufacturing, and business ven- 
tures of every kind, where labor and capital 
are mutually dependent upon one anpther, 
each indispensable to the success of the 
other. The only difficulty to overcome arises 
in adjusting matters so that there can be no 
evasion or fraud practiced by employers upon 
that upon 
no trivial or flimsy pretext can the employés 
involve the concern in litigation on the other. 
An intelligent, broad gauge attention to de- 
talls will obviate any difficulty which can 
arise between employé and employér under 
wise legislation. defining and limiting. their 
relative rights and duties. . 


Heavy Cost of Strikes. © 

When one estimates the magnitude of loss 
to capita) and labor, the inconvenience to the 
public, and detriment to business which have 
been occasioned by strikes, boycotts, and 
lockouts, and the unholy combinations of 
trusts during the last few years, he must 

lude that some remedy ought to be 
ted to prevent their recurrence. 

What better measure can be devised or 
suggested than to make every man a joint 
participator with his employer. in the profits 
arising from his vigilant and skillful labor, 
and to hold both parties to a strict observ- 
ance performance of their mutual rights 
and duties? 

The plan here proposed finds its basic prin- 
ciples in the decalogue and the golden rule, 
principles which I fear are becoming obso- 
lete. It proceeds upon the principle which 
regards men, not as masses, but as indi- 
viduals, berause experience shows that the 
best plan is that which respects the indi- 
vidual as a man, that which aims to shelter 
his home, that which aims to give a sphere 
for his industry, that which aims to protect 
him from bodily want, that which dims to 
provide for him the means of intellectual 
bodily and spiritual enjoyment. For man 
after all has but a soul and a body and we 
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new conditions in business and industrial 
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wants of the one or the other. 

There wants and the enjoyment which re- 
sults from supplying them differ, no doubt. 
both in degree and in dignity as they refer 
to the spiritual or animal part of our com- 
plex nature. To the latter belongs that which 
may be termed the lower wants and grati-

A period of strained relations with Rus- 
sia. 

The adoption by Russia of * policy of 
discrimination against American com- 
merce. 

Retaliation by the United States in the 
way of the imposition of maximum du- 
ties on all goods arriving from Russia. 

Collection of higher tonnage dues upon 
American ships entering Russian ports 
and Russian ships enteting American 
ports. 

Cancellation of the right to appoint con- 
suls. 

Freedom of deserters from war or mer- 
chant vessels from apprehénsion. 

Removal of restrictions applying to the 
estates of deceasec persons. 


Might Affect Other Treaties. 

It might be that following abrogation of 
the treaty by the United States Russia would 
denounce other treaties existing with this 
government, such as th be relating to trade 
and fisheries with Siberia; the rights of 
neutrals at sea; trademarks, and extradition. 
Russia might deal diffeiently also with the 
fur seal situation in the north Pacific. 

The total trade of the United States with 
Russia averages between $30 000,000 and 840. 
000,000 annually. Americans have humerous 
concessions in Russia which necessarily 
would be affected by the abrogation of the 
treaty of 1882. since they are protected by 
the article quoted. 

As against possible annihilation of all treaty 
relations between the United States and 
Russia it is apparent to the man of inter- 
national vision that the govefument of the 
czar cannot afford to make a potential enemy 
of the North American republic. 


Chinese War a Big Factor. 

The revolution of China is a matter of vital 
moment to Russia. It is impossible to fore- 
see its outcome or what international poli- 
tics will de played or will be necessary to 
advance or protect the rights and interests 
of the various powers. 

For the United States to range itself along- 
side of other nations as against Russia 
might lead to a serious check for the latter.

Chicago Rabbi Declares Policy 


of Extermination Extends. 
to Every Country. 


MINISTER ALSO PROTESTS 


Asserts Catholics and Protestant 
Ministers, Too, Are. Ex- 
cluded by Russia. 


Two Chicago pastors, one a Jewish rabbi 
and the other a Universalist minister, yes- 
terday in their sermons condemned the Rus- 
sian gavernment's intolerance of American- 
ized Jews. Rabbi Stolz declared Russia was 
determined to exterminate the Jewish re- 
ligion, and was not satisfied with driving 
Jews ‘from Russia, but was seeking to carry 
the campaign into other countries. 

“The Russians intend to treat the Jews of 
all nations as they treat their own,“ he said. 
One of their own officials has sald one-third 
will be massacred, one-third driven from the 
country, and one-third converted to the 
Christian faith. The Russian officials are 
trying to enforce their policy of one czar, one 
nation, and one religion, The Jove seek re- 
ligious freedom.“ 


Says Catholics Were Excluded. 

Thé rabbi declared there were 1,200 discrim- 
inatory laws in Russia which apply only to 
Jews. Those of the Jewish faith, he said, 
are compelled to live in a restricted district, 
which iq not half large enough to accommo- 
date the Jewish population. Only 3 per 
cent of the heren are allowed to be edvu- 
cated,’’ he said, and Russia proposes that 
the Jews of other countries shall fare no et 
ter.’ 

Dr. Frederick W. Miller, pastor of a Uni- 
versalist church at Kimbark avenue and 
Sixty-fourth street, declared the Russians 
had often violated the treaty of 1832, provid- 
ing for. the safe conduct of American ziti- 
zens through Russian territory, prior to the 
present agitation.

‘One Kettle Economy. 


HE flreless cooker is teaching us econom- 
ical management .in the cooking of din- 
ners, especially economical combinations. 
But a great many clever women without 
a fireless cooker manage to cook 4 num- 
ber * dishes by a single effort, as it were. 
There are really no new economies, although we 
heve greatly increaged facilities. The old fash- 
toned housewife economiged by having one or 
two baking days a week, baking meats, bread, 
pies, and cakes at the same time, or in one 
heating of the brick oven. Or one etove or 
open fire was used both for heating and cook- 
ing. Or, in the winter, when fires must be 
had in dining room, 
‘kitchen for a day or two, although the. dining 
room stove was not a cook stove, but yet it 
might have a single “hole,” We have to 
work hard to be as economical as our grand- 
mothers, but economy is just as much a virtue 
in us as lin them, although it is not so generally 
put in at category today.

It is quite possible to cook considerable din- 
ner without having @ kettle over every burner 
of the gas stove—steaming up the kitchen ter- 
ribly if we ure not careful this cold weather 
and something baking in the oven. It ig worth 
while to consider the fact that if we want the 
kitchen window shades to hold thelr. own, and 
even the plaster on the walls to be thoroughly 
substantial, we must avold cooking a great 
number of steaming things. And it is well 
to remember that slow, quiet boiling does the 
work and sends ou a far leas : 
than hard boiling. 

Perhaps we may not be able to manage as 
economically in the cooking of our dinner as 
the accomplished woman one of whose pleces 
of economical management is given below, but 
we can begin to combine in the interests of 
economy and by and. by we may de able to 2 
many a seving that win leate us none 
powrer ard will increase our feeling of — 
ciency. ‘We may steam our vegetables and 
pudding over the same kettle, f we have a 
large one and a large steamer, d bec 
something in the kettle besides, leaving the 
meat, perhaps, to be broiled, baked tried 
ff it is a meat loaf we may steam that, too. 
If we want to use a steamer over the soup 
kettle We may cook our vegetables in it — 
our pudding ia the oven with the heat. Or 
if we are using paper bags we may put every- 
thing into the over except the soups. 

The menu spoken of above consists of clear 
scup with croutons, beef stew with dumplings, 
carrots, cabbage, onions, potatoes, bread, and 
butter, and rice served with sugar and cream 
or with stewed figs and fig juice.

O DOUBT jhe ladies and gentlemen

and more of an investment for its 
producer, Mr. Gaites. It really has chances 
as a cold, business proposition. Asa play it 
will insptre no transports among that serious 
and contemplative portion of our theater- 
goers who do not go to the theater. But as 
an artiful compilation of tricks old and new 
it has possibilities, and when later it has 
undergone a process of reformation it ought 
to add materially to the exchequer of its 
projectors, who perhaps will bear with kor- 
titude its wsthetic shortcomings, in view or 
its commercial advantages.

A moment may be consumed here in futile 
advice to the experts whe will rewrite 
“Standing Pat.“ The first act is a prosy 
retrospect, and it might, with kill, be ejected 
from the play altogether. The second act is 
a dull procession of all the old stuff of the 
theater—wide eyed ingenues, prattling stage 
infants, “ scarlet threads,” nobly persistent 
middie aged lovers, and the other dependables 
of the dollar play, including the inevitable 
„Hell“ which brings down the curtain. 
Since this is a financial rather than a dra- 
matic report, no objection will be made to the 
“sure fire hoakum of Mr. George Cohan's 
method. But in these two acts there is s0 
much ineffective drool that one might doze 
comfortably were it not for the candy ma- 
chines that make the Olympic theater chairs 
a place of torture to those who for one rea- 
son or another may not eat candy. I trust 
that at this moment Mr. Bayard Veiler, who 
wrote the play. and Miss Zelda Sears. who 
is the star of it, are playing havoc with those 
first two acts. They are not enticing—that is, 
the acts are not enticing—and enticements are 
needed in these, the melancholy days of the 
theater.

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SHIPMENTS ON GREAT LAKES 
SHOW DECREASE DURING YEAR. 


Lighter Movements of Coal and Iron 
Ore Cause of Loss in Aggregate 
During the Year. * 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 3,—Domestie 
freight movements on the great lakes during 
October, 1911, as measured by the aggregate 
shipments of merchandise between domestic 
lake ports, totaled 10,153,478 short tons, com- 
pared with 10,649,287 short tons shipped dur- 
ing October, 1910, and 12,018,212 short tons 
during October, 1000. The smaller tonnage 
for the month was Gue mainly to the lighter 
movement of coal and iron ore. The ship- 
ments of grain. lumber, and unclassed 
freight were heavier than a year ago. 

The merchandise tonnage shipped during 


the ten months of the present year as re- 


ported to the dureau of statistics of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor aggregated 
66,468,299 short tons and was almost 10 per 
cent less than in 10910, though only about 
2,500,000 tons short of the 1900 record.
